COMMUTER'S  CAF 
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This  past  Monday  I  spoke  with  Mr. 
Casey,  Head  Librarian  at  Fitchburg  State 
College,  on  the  problem  of  accredi- 
tation which  is  increasing  not  only  at 
FSC  but  also  at  many  other  colleges 
throughout  the  country. 

The  National  Association  for  Colleges 
o  f  Teacher  Education  (N.A.C.T.E.)  is 
nationally  chartered  for  all  teacher-ed- 
ucation colleges  and  every  few  years 
it  visits  the  colleges  throughout  the 
country  for  three  fo  fours  days.  N.A. 
C.T.E.  analyzes  every  facet  of  the  in- 
stitution, paying  special  attention  to 
the  library  as  they  feel  that  "the  li- 
brary is  viewed  as  the  primary  and 
educational  research  center  of  the  col- 
lege." 

Our  library  presently  stocks  approxi- 
mately 60,000  volumes,  falling  far  short 
of  the  150,000  volume  minimum  for  a 
college  of  this  size. 

In  1963  the  library  was  moved  from 
Thompson  Hall  to  its  present  location 
in  the  science  building.  It  is  apparent 
that  this  facility  is  now  also  inadequate 
for  our  needs  and  the  accreditation  re- 
quirements of  N.A.C.T.E.  When  the  ac- 
creditation committee  comes  to  FSC 
and  investigates  the  problem  of  the 
library,  we  will  have  one  ace  up  our 
sleeve  that  will  serve  to  keep  us  at 
least  on  provisional  probation,  pro- 
visional until  the  new  Student  Union- 
Library  is  completed  and  the  necessary 
library  space  obtained.  If  the  problem 
is  not  corrected,  Fitchburg  State  College 
may   just   go    to   the    highest   bidder.

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CODE   OF  ETHICS    OF  THE   EDUCATION  PROFFESSION 
Adopted  by  the  NEA  Representative  Assembly,  July,  1968 


The  educator  believes  in  the  worth  and  dignity  of  man.  He  recognizes  the  su- 
preme importance  of  the  pursuit  of  truth,  devotion  to  excellence,  and  the  nur- 
ture of  democratic  citizenship.  He  regards  as  essential  to  these  goals  the  pro- 
tection of  freedom  to  learn  and  to  teach  and  the  guarantee  of  equal  educational 
opportunity  for  all.  The  educator  accepts  his  responsibility  to  practice  his  pro- 
fession according  to  the  highest  ethical  standards. 

The  educator  recognizes  the  magnitude  of  the  responsibility  he  has  accepted 
in  choosing  a  career  in  education,  and  engages  himself,  individually  and  collec- 
tively with  other  educators,  to  judge  his  colleagues,  and  to  be  judged  by  them, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  code.  (PREAMBLE) 

PRINCIPLE  1— COMMITMENT  TO  THE  STUDENT 


In  fulfilling  his  obligation  to  the  public,  the  educator  - 


The  educator  measures  his  success  by  the  progress  of  each  student  toward 
realization  of  his  potential  as  a  worthy  and  effective  citizen.  The  educator  there- 
fore works  to  stimulate  the  spirit  of  inquiry,  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  and 
understanding,  and  the  thoughtful  formulation  of  worthy  goals. 

In  fulfilling  his  obligation  to  the  student,  the  educator— 

1.  Shall  not  without  just  cause  restrain  the  student  from  independent  action 
in  his  pursuit  of  learning,  and  shall  not  without  just  cause  deny  the  student 
access  to  varying  points  of  view. 

2.  Shall  not  deliberately  suppress  or  distort  subject  matter  for  which  he  bears 
responsibility. 

3.  Shall  make  reasonable  effort  to  protect  the  student  from  conditions  harmful 
to  learning  or  to  health  and  safety. 

4  Shall  conduct  professional  business  in  such  a  way  that  he  does  not  expose 
the  student  to  unnecessary  embarrassment  or  disparagement. 

5.  Shall  not  on  the  ground  of  race,  color,  creed,  or  national  origin  exclude 
any  student  from  participation  in  or  deny  him  benefits  under  any  program, 
nor  grant  any  discriminatory  consideration  or  advantage. 

6.  Shall  not  use  professional  relationships  with  students  for  private  advantage. 

7.  Shall  keep  in  confidence  information  that  has  been  obtained  in  the  course 
of  professional  service,  unless  disclosure  serves  professional  purposes 
or  is  required  by  law. 

Shall  not  tutor  for  remuneration   students  assigned  to  his  classes,  unless 
no  other  qualified  teacher  is  reasonable  available.

PRINCIPLE11— COMMITMENT  TO  THE  PUBLIC 

The  educator  believes  that  patriotism  in  its  highest  form  requires  dedication 
to  the  principles  of  our  democratic  heritage.  He  shares  with  all  other  citizens 
the  responsibility  for  the  development  of  sound  public  policy  and  assumes  full 
political  and  citizenship  responsibilities.  The  educator  bears  particular  res- 
ponsibility for  the  development  of  policy  relating  to  the  extension  of  educational 
opportunities  for  all  and  for  interpreting  educational  programs  and  policies  to 
the  public. 


PRINCIPLE  IV— COMMITMENT  TO  PROFESSIONALEMPLOYMENT  PRACTICES 

The  educator  regards  the  employment  agreement  as  a  pledge  to  be  executed 
both  in  spirit  and  in  fact  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  highest  ideals 
of  professional  service.  He  believes  htat  sound  professional  personnel 
relationships  with  governing  boards  are  built  upon  personal  integrity,  dig- 
nity, and  mutual  respect.  The  educator  discourages  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession by  unqualified  persons.

Shall  apply  for,  accept,  offer,  or  assign  a  position  or  responsibility  on  the 
basis  of  professional  preparation  and  legal  qualifications. 
Shall  apply  for  a  specific  position  only  when  it  is  known  to  be  vacant,  and 
shall    refrain   from    underbidding    or    commenting  adversely  about  other 
candidates. 

Shall  not  knowingly  withhold  information  regarding  a  position  from  an  appli- 
cant or  misrepresent  an  assignment  or  conditions  of  employment. 
Shall  give  prompt  notice  to  the  employing  agency  of  any  change  in  availabi- 
lity of  service,  and  the  employing  agent  shall  give  prompt  notice  of  change 
in  availability  or  nature  of  a  position. 

Shall  not  accept  a  position  when  so  requested  by  the  appropriate  profes- 
sional organization. 

Shall  adhere  to  the  terms  of  a  contract  or  appointment,  unless  these  terms 
have  been  legally  terminated,  falsely  represented,  or  substantially  altered 
by  unilateral  action  of  the  employing  agency. 

Shall  conduct  professional  business  through  channels,  when  available,  that 
have  been  jointly  approved  by  the  professional  organization  and  the  employing 
agency. 

Shall  not  delegate  assigned  tasks  to  unqualified  personnel. 
Shall  permit  no  commercial  exploitation  of  his  professional  position. 
Shall  use  time  granted  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended. 


BYLAWS,  NATIONAL  EDUCATION  ASSOCIATION 

Article  I,  Section  12.  Adherence  to  the  Code  of  Ethics  adopted  by  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  a  condition  of  membership.  The  Committee  on  Professional 
Ethics  shall '  after  due  notice  and  hearing  have  power  to  censure,  suspend,  or 
expel  any  member  for  violation  of  the  Code  subject  to  review  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  A  member  may  within  sixty  days  after  a  decision  by  the  Ethics 
Committee  file  an  appeal  of  the  decision  with  the  Executive  Secretary. 


PROVISIONS  FOR  NATIONAL  ENFORCEMENT 


Code  Development- -It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  maintain  a  con- 
tinuous review  of  the  Code  of  Ethics  of  the  Education  Profession.  Amendments  or 
revision  of  the  Code  shall  be  presented  for  approval  to  the  Representative  Assem- 
bly. 

Interpretations  of  the  Code  of  Ethics  of  the  Education  Profession— A  request 
for  interpretation  of  the  Code  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  describe  the  matter 
to  be  interpreted  in  sufficient  detail  to  enable  the  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Professional  Ethics  to  evaluate  the  request  in  all  its  aspects. 

Disciplinary  Action—In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  Article  I,  Section  12, 
the  Committee  on  Professional  Ethics  will  consider  disciplinary  action  against 
a  member  when  written  charges  are  preferred  by  the  official  governing  body 
of  the  NEA  affiliated  state  or  local  education  association  or  NEA  Department  of 
which  the  person  in  question  is  a  member. 

If  charges  are  based  ona  hearing  held  by  any  of  the  groups  authorized  to  prefer 
charges,  a  record  of  the  hearing  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Profes- 
sional Ethics.  Disciplinary  action  will  only  be  considered  as  resulting  from  a  fair 
hearing    or    a   proper    hearing  record.   A  member  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
show  cause  why  such  action  should  not  be  taken. 


1.  Shall  not  misrepresent  an  institution  or  organization  with  which  he  is  affi- 
liated, and  shall  take  adequate  precautions  to  distinguish  between  his  per- 
sonal and  institutional  or  organizational  views. 

2.  Shall  not  knowingly  distort  or  misrepresent  the  facts  concerning  educational 
matters  in  direct  and  indirect  public  expressions. 

3.  Shall  not  interfere  with  a  colleague's  exercise  of  political  and  citizenship 
rights  and  responsibilities. 

4.  Shall  not  use  institutional  privileges  for  private  gain  or  to  promote  political 
candidates  or  partisan  political  activities. 

5.  Shall  accept  no  gratuities,  gifts,  or  favors  that  might  impair  or  appear  to 
impair  professional  judgment,  nor  offer  any  favor,  service,  or  thing  of 
value  to  obtain  special  advantage. 


PRINCIPLE111— COMMITMENT  TO  THE  PROFESSION 


The  educator  believes  that  the  quality  of  the  services  of  the  education  pro- 
fession directly  influences  the  nation  and  its  citizens.  He  therefore  exofrts 
every  effort  to  raise  professional  standards,  to  improve  his  service,  to  promote 
a  climate  in  which  the  exercise  of  professional  judgment  is  encouraged,  and  to 
achieve  conditions  which  attract  persons  worthy  of  the  trust  to  careers  in 
education.  Aware  of  the  value  of  united  effort,  he  contributes  actively  to  the 
support,  planning,  and  programs  of  professional  organizations. 

In  fulfilling  his  obligation  to  the  profession,  the  educator— 

1.  Shall  not  discriminate  on  the  ground  of  race,  color,  creed,  or  natioma  origin 
for  membership  in  professional  organizations,  nor  interfere  with  the  free 
participation  of  colleagues  in  the  affairs  of  their  association. 

2.  Shall  accord  just  and  equitable  treatment  to  all  members  of  the  profession 
in  the  exercise  of  their  professional  rights  and  responsibilities. 

3.  Shall  not  use  coercive  means  or  promise  special  treatment  in  order  to  in- 
fluence professional  decisions  of  colleagues. 

4.  Shall  withhold  and  safeguard  information  acquired  about  colleagues  in  the 
course    of  employment,   unless  disclosure   serves  professional  purposes. 

5.  Shall  not  refuse  to  participate  in  a  professional  inquiry  when  requested  by 
an  appropriate  professional  association. 

6.  Shall  provide  upon  the  request  of  the  aggrieved  party  a  written  statement 
of  specific  reason  for  recommendations  that  lead  to  the  denial  of  incre- 
ments,  significant  changes  in  employment,  or  termination  of  employment. 

7.  Shall  not  misrepresent  his  professional  qualifications. 

8.  Shall  not  knowingly  distort  evaluations  of  colleagues.

An  Act  defining  the  rights  of  a  citizen  of  the  commonwealth 
of  massachusetts  inducted  ob  serving  in  the  military  forces 
of  the  united  states  of  america. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows  : 


1  No  citizen  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  inducted 

2  or  serving  in  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  of 

3  America  shall  be  required  to  serve  outside  the  continental 

4  limits  of  the  United  States  in  a  combat  zone  or  where  actual 

5  hostilities  have  been  in  existence  for  more  than  sixty  days 

6  from  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  said  hostilities  unless 

7  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  by  appropriate  action 

8  declared  under  Article  1,  Section  8,  of  the  United  States  Con- 

9  stitution  that  a  state  of  war  exists  in  which  the  United  States 
10  is  involved. 


1  Section  2.     In  the  event  that  a  citizen  of  this  common- 

2  wealth  serving  in  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  of 

3  America  receives  orders  directing  him  to  proceed  to  a  combat 

4  zone  or  other  area  where  actual  hostilities  have  been  in  exist- 

5  ence  for  more  than  sixty  days  from  the  time  of  the  commence- 

6  ment  of  said  hostilities,  and  Congress  shall  not  have  declared 

7  that  a  state  of  Avar  exists  as  set  forth  in  Section  1  above,  the 

8  said  citizen  shall  promptly  give  notice  of  such  facts  to  the 

9  attorney  general  of  the  commonwealth  and  said  attorney  gen- 

10  eral  shall,  upon  receipt  of  such  notice,  forthwith  take  the  nec- 

11  essary  and  appropriate  actions  to  implement  the  provisions 

12  of  Section  1  above. 


1  Section  3.     Any  area  in  which  casualties  or  deaths  from 

2  military  or  naval  action  have  taken  place  within  sixty  days 

3  after  the  initial  deployment  of  United  States  armed  forces  in 

4  sucli  area  shall  be,  within  the  terms  of  Section  1  above,  such 

5  a  combat  zone. 


Recently  the  Massachusetts  legislature  passed  House  Bill  2396,  that  questions 
the  right  of  the  federal  government  to  conscript  State  citizens  to  fight  in  unde- 
clared wars. 

Opinions  regarding  the  bill  vary  on  campus.  Here  are  a  few: 


Jim  Steffanides: 
"It's  a  pretty  good  policy.  I  think  every  state,  in  the  future,  should  ratify  this 
bill.  Let  the  Vietnamese  fight  among  themselves  or  blow  Hanoi  off  the  map  and  des- 
troy their  central  power.   If  the  U.S.  wasn't  playing  this  type  of  pussy  warfare 
our  men  wouldn't  have  been  killed." 


Jim  Kenny: 
"I  think  there  should  be  a  universal  law.  Why  have  over  forty  thousand  m«n 
been    killed    while    doing    "police    duty"    instead  of  fighting  a  declared  war?" 


Steve  Spofford:  (veteran) 
"House  Bill  2396  is  a  meager  effort  by  one  of  the  fifty  states  to  try  to  bring 
to  the   realization  of  the  public   that  the  conflict  in  Asia  is  not  a  declared  war 
and  is  unconstitutional.  Which  in  essence  means  that  we  are  having  one  hundred 
observers  killed  a  week." 


Paul  Gallant: 

"I  feel  that  this  bill  is  strictly  for  effects  sake  directed  towards  the  federal 
government.  Illinois  now  has  a  similar  bill  proposed  in  their  legislature  and  they 
just  might  pass  it.  If  they  pass  it  other  states  may  follow  suit.  The  next  step 
will  be  to  test  their  constitutionality.  This  would  bring  the  issue  before  the  Su- 
preme Court.  If  enough  states  proposed  the  same  action  the  federal  government 
#ight  get  the  idea  that  the  general  opinion  of  the  American  citizens  is  to  get  out 
of  Viet  Nam  or  any  other  conflict  in  which  we  really  don't  belong" 


Bill  DeVries: 

"They  should  lower  the  prices  and  have  a  little  more  variety  of  food  from 
day  to  day.  Improvements  that  could  be  made  are  to  have  students  keep  it  clean 
themselves,  and  have  the  school  make  it  a  little  more  attractive  for  the  student 
body." 

Jim  Creed: 
"There  are  too  many  paper  disposable  paper  products  used,  therefore  in- 
creasing  the    cost   of  food.  There  are  too  many  high-calorie  foods  offered." 

Bob  Buckley: 
"It's  too  damn  hot!" 

Bob  Portrie: . 
"The  Commuter's  Caf  is  not  large  enough  to  facilitate  the  needs  of  the  student 
«ody.   There  should  also  be  an  air  conditioner  or  hand-out  fans  at  the  door." 

Herman  Bowden: 
"Over-crowed,  over-heated.  If  it  could  be  arranged  in  some  way  so  that  it 
could  be  used  as  a  temporary  student  union." 


Su  Tieuli: 
"The  Commuter's  Caf  should  be  opened  at  night  so  that  we,  dorm  students, 
would  have  someplace  to  go.  We  need  a  student  union  badly  and  this  could  be  a 
temporary  remedy." 


By  general  opinion,  the  prices  of  the  food  in  the  Commuter's  Caf  are  much 
too  high  for  the  quality  and  quantity  of  food  served.  A  can  of  tuna  fish  cots  fifty- 
nine  cents  and  can  make  about  four  good  sandwiches;  yet  we  pay  forty  cents 
for  a  sandwich  that  has  been  made  from  stale  bread  and  with  a  little  tuna  fish. 
The  subs  are  along  the  same  lines.  Made  on  hamburg-size  rolls  with  a  table- 
spoon of  tossed  salad  on  top  of  a  little  cheese  and  meat,  for  fifty  cents.  Ridi- 
culous! These  are  just  a  few  of  the  examples  of  the  poor  quality  of  the  food.  The 
variety  is  the  same.  You  walk  in  each  day  and  have  a  big  choice  of  foods  shall 
it  be  peanut  butter  and  jelly  or  ham  and  cheese  or  "dog-food"  type  meatloaf? 

This  problem  of  food  could  be  solved  if  a  little  time  was  spent  on  giving  the 
Commuters  a  place  to  spend  their  time.  The  Caf  reminds  most  people  of  a  cellar 
hole;  dark  and  dreary,  dirty  walls  and  no  ventilation.  What  harm  would  it  do 
to  get  out  a  paint  brush? 

Not  all  the  blame  can  be  put  on  the  cafeteria  staff.  Students,  Commuters  and 
Dormitory,  will  not  clean  up  after  themselves.  Most  tables  are  left  covered  with 
left-over  food  and  paper  products.  Why  not  use  one  of  the  trashcans,  that  are, 
for  those  who  don't  know,  for  trash? 

Why  not  bring  a  tray,  given  to  make  things  easier  for  you,  back 
to  the  kitchen?  Surely,  after  putting  down  a  good  meal  a  little  exercise  won't 
hurt. 

Maybe  if  students  showed  they  cared,  a  lot  could  be  done  to  improve  the  Com- 
muter's Caf.

At  first  blush,  the 
content  of  his  message (albeitthe  "Yeah, 
Yeah,  Yeahs")  would  indicate  a  conces- 
sion to  reasonable  requests,  i.e.  stu- 
dent participation  on  faculty  senates,  in- 
creased admission  to  groups  besides 
Caucasians,  etc. 

But,  taken  together,  the  elements  in 
this  cartoon  indicate  that  too  many  fa- 
culty members  and  administrators  are 


spineless  in  the  face  of  student  demo- 
notiations  and  demands. 

What  sadder  commentary  is  there  on 
our  permissive  extremes  than  the  sight 
of  students  with  rifles  occupying  build- 
ings at  Columbia  University?  Are  we 
not  obliged  to  protect  the  personal  rights 
and  safety  of  nondemonstrators  who  want 
to  attend  the  classes? 

It  seems  almost  poetic  justice  though 
that  Columbia  should  be  the  setting  for 
this   reductio  od  absurdum  of  student- 
centered  education. 

From  crib  to  crib-sheet,  this  genera- 
tion of  youth  has  been  granted  maxi- 
mum freedom  and  impunity  with  mini- 
mum responsibility.  From  Dr.  Spock  to 
Dr.  Pusey,  youth  can  find  no  firm  adult 


authority  willing  to  hold  fast  to  beha- 
vioral boundaries. 

When  a  student  examines  brochures 
of  various  colleges  and  selects  the  one 
he  will  attend,  he  makes  a  de  facto 
contract.  He  pays  his  tuition  and  he 
knows  what  to  expect  for  his  money. 
If  he  doesn't  like  what  is  offered,  he 
has  the  option  to  put  his  dollar  else- 
where. But,  as  long  as  he  accepts  mem- 
bership in  an  institution,  he  owes  com- 
pliance to  its  rules. 

Those  fac.lty  members,  trustees,  and 
administrators  who  vacillate  when  the 
vulgar  few  make  waves  are  doing  an 
injustice  to  youth.  They  are  not  pre- 
paring them  for  the  world  outside  as 
it  really  is.

When  a  person  first  looks  at  a  car- 
toon, he  usually  expects  to  laugh.  Be- 
yond the  laugh,  however,  probably  lies 
a  more  serious  message.  In  fact,  more 
than  one  interpretation  of  the  message 
may  be  evident. 

My  first  reaction  to  the  cartoon  pic- 
turing the  middle-aged  man  in  a  cap 
and  gown  playing  a  guitar  and  singing 
the  lyrics  of  a  campus  protest  song  was 
one  of  lightness  and  humor.  Seeing  a 
middle-aged  man  in  this  situation  seemed 
somewhat  silly  and  out  of  place.  The 
other  people  in  the  cartoon,  being  middle- 
aged,  also  added  a  little  humor.  Here 
I  saw  a  group  of  older  men  and  women 
imitating  the  style  of  today's  youth, pos- 
sibly trying  to  "bridge"  the  generation 
gap. 

Last  Friday,  this  cartoon  took  on  a 
new  meaning  for  me.  I  was  attending 
a  newspaper  conference  at  Columbia 
University  in  New  York  City.  At  four 
o'clock,  I  left  a  class  being  held  in 
a  building  adjacent  to  the  main  campus. 
Walking  out  the  door,  I  was  somewhat 
shocked  to  see  a  line  of  helmeted  po- 
lice blocking  the  main  campus.  Although 
at  this  time,  I  did  not  know  what  had 
happened,  I  found  out  later  that  Abbie 
Hoffman  had  spoken  at  three  o'clock 
on  the  steps  of  Low  Library,  advocating 
that  all  laws  be  broken  INCLUDING 
the  law  of  gravity.  Later  that  night  "in- 
spired" students  proceeded  to  take  over 
buildings,  hurl  rocks  at  windows,  paint 
proceeded  to  take  over  buildings,  hurl 
rocks  at  windows,  paint  signs  on  va- 
rious buildings,  and  even  threaten  to 
burn  the  university  to  the  ground.  These 
students  were  simply  making  a  few 
"demands"  on  the  trustees  of  Columbia 
University.  As  I  reflected  on  what  hap- 
pened at  Columbia  and  on  the  cartoon 
assigned,  I  could  not  help  but  visualize 
a  group  of  middle-aged  men  and  women, 
leaders  of  a  great  university,  being 
forced  to  mimic  the  desires  of  radi- 
cals while  the  protesters  sat  smugly 
by,  laughing  and  threatening  to  murder 
the  first  one  who  wouldn't  react  in  the 
"proper"  way.

The  cultural  Events  Committee  of  FSC 
presented  the  classical  fantasy,  "Beauty 
and  the  Beast,"  last  Friday  night  to  a 
small  audience  composed  of  both  faculty 
and  students. 

'•Beauty  and  the  Beast",  by  Jean 
Cocteau,  is  a  realistic  adaptation  of  the 
classical  legend.  The  story  involves  a 
nerchant  with  three  beautiful  daughters, 
but  only  one  called  Beauty,  exemplifies 
the  characteristics  of  goodness  with 
loveliness. 


The  story  begins  as  the  merchant  sets 
out  upon  a  trip  to  gain  wealth,  but  to 
no  avail.  Wearily,  he  sets  out  for  home 
only  to  become  lost  in  a  great  forest 
during  a  storm.  Finding  refuge  in  a 
decayed  castle,  the  merchant  is  myste- 
riously fed  and  given  shelter  by  an  in- 
visible host.  In  the  morning,  a  terri- 
fying monster  in  noblemen's  clothes 
appears  and  is  about  to  kill  the  merchant, 
but  is  persuaded  to  let  him  see  his 
children.  The  beast  relents  but  insists 
that  the  merchant  return  in  a  few  days 
to  pay  the  penalty.
